(3) No salary increase may be paid under this section to any person
whose salary has been Y-rated pursuant to rules adopted by the director
of personnel.

(uncodified) to read as foll ows:

SUPPLEMENTAL COLLECTI VE BARGAI NI NG AGREEMENT- - TEAMSTERS.
Appropriations in this act reflect the supplenental collective
bar gai ni ng agreenent reached between the governor and the brotherhood
of teamsters under the provisions of chapter 41.80 RCW Sel ect
classifications will receive wage increases effective July 1, 2008, to
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address recruitnent and retention issues. Sel ect enpl oyees covered

under this supplenental agreenent will receive targeted increases to
the base salary and/or increases relating to assignnment in a specific
geographic work | ocation. These provisions are in addition to the

general ternms of the collective bargaining agreenent effective July 1,
2007.

Fundi ng
provided is sufficient for the 2.0% salary increase to be effective
July 1, 2008, rather than Septenber 1, 2008.

Moneys nmay be placed in the account fromtax revenues, budget transfers
or appropriations, federal appropriations, gifts, or any other | awful
source. Moneys in the account may be spent only after appropriation.
Moneys in the account shall be used only to support state and |oca
governnent di saster response and recovery efforts associated with the
Ni squal |y earthquake. During the 2003-2005 fiscal biennium the
| egi sl ature may transfer noneys fromthe Ni squally earthquake account
to the disaster response account for fire suppression and nobilization
costs. During the 2007-2009 fiscal biennium noneys in the account may
also be used to support disaster response and recovery efforts
associated wth flood and storm danage.

Sec. 910. RCW41.45.230 and 2006 ¢ 56 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

The pension funding stabilization account is created in the state
treasury. Mneys in the account may be spent only after appropriation.
Expendi tures from the account may be used only for paynent of state
government enpl oyer contributions for nmenbers of the public enpl oyees
retirement system the teachers' retirement system the school
enpl oyees' retirenment system and the public safety enployees’
retirement system During the 2007-09 fiscal biennium expenditures
from the account may also be used for paynent of the retirenent and
annuity plans for higher education enployees and for transfer into the
general fund. The account may not be used to pay for any new benefit
or for any benefit increase that takes effect after July 1, 2005. An
increase that is provided in accordance with a fornula that is in
exi stence on July 1, 2005, is not considered a benefit increase for
this purpose. Mneys in the account shall be for the exclusive use of
the specified retirenent systens and i nvested by the state investnent
board pursuant to RCW 43. 33A. 030 and 43. 33A. 170. For purposes of RCW
43. 135. 035, expenditures fromthe pension funding stabilization account
shall not be considered a state program cost shift from the state
general fund to another account.
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Sec. 911. RCW43.08.190 and 2005 c¢ 518 s 925 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

There is hereby created a fund within the state treasury to be
known as the "state treasurer's service fund." Such fund shall be used
solely for the paynent of costs and expenses incurred in the operation
and adm nistration of the state treasurer's office.

Moneys shall be allocated nonthly and placed in the state
treasurer's service fund equivalent to a maxi rum of one percent of the
trust and treasury average daily cash balances from the earnings
generated under the authority of RCW 43.79A 040 and 43.84.080 other
than earnings generated from investnent of balances in funds and
accounts specified in RCW 43.79A.040 or 43.84.092(4)((b))).

(2) Only the governor, with the recommendati on of the director of
the departnent of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent and the
econom ¢ devel opnent comm ssion, may authorize expenditures from the
account .

Sec. 917. RCW90.48.390 and 1991 sp.s. ¢ 13 s 84 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

The coastal protection fund is established to be used by the
departnment as a revolving fund for <carrying out the purposes of
restoration of natural resources under this chapter and chapter 90.56
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RCW To this fund there shall be credited penalties, fees, damages,
charges received pursuant to the provisions of this chapter and chapter
90.56 RCW conpensation for damages received under this chapter and
chapter 90.56 RCW and an anount equivalent to one cent per gallon from
each marine use refund clai munder RCW 82. 36. 330.

Moneys in the fund not needed currently to neet the obligations of
the departnent in the exercise of its powers, duties, and functions
under RCW 90.48. 142, 90.48.366, 90.48.367, and 90.48.368 shall be
deposited with the state treasurer to the credit of the fund. During
the 2007-2009 fiscal biennium the coastal protection fund may al so be
used for a standby rescue tug at Neah Bay.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 918. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 919. This act is necessary for the immedi ate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
